BATTLE CRICKETS 


Pests Around Town Near Spokane 
Are Moving Along Ten Mile 


Front 
SPOKANE, April 30—T. 0, Morri- 
son of Olympia, stant eeminis- 


sioner of agriculture and H.W. Sam 


son hertieultural inspector, of Spo 
kane, returned last night from a bat- 
tle with erickets just north of Wilson 
ereek, They estimate that the pests 
are moving or front 10 miles wide 
Wheat on more than Su0 averes has 
been devoured and the erie s are 
slowly spreading in all directions to 


additional fields, 

Several methods to stay the ad- 
vance have been tried. but without en- 
tire success, Sprinkling the criekets 
with coal off and setting them on fire 
Was somewhat effective, but too slow 
and expensive considering the num- 
bers, 

Hogs and Turkeys Gorged. 

Hiogs and turkeys made wsreedy 
meals of the pests, but were soon 
gorged and proved uscless for further 
duty, At one place it was reported the 
crickets advancing toward Brook lake 
met with a 1,000 flock of hens, and 
after some skirmishing in whieh the 
hens devoured many of them, were 
turned back, Both men were “empha- 
tic in declaring that all the poultry 
and swine in [Washington could not 
conquer the pests on account of their 
Vast numbers, 

“About 4 o'clock they stop moving 
and feeding,” said Mr. Sampson, “and 
then the rocks and ground are cover- 


ed with them. They take to the warm 
recks as the heat of the day passes, 
“When toving it looks as though 
the soll was stirring, There must be 
50 to 75 to a square foot near the 
front of the column, although they 


are more seattered in the rear, 

‘They advance by crawling and by 
hopping, They hop forward about s 
or eight inches at a jump, but do not 
jump higher than two or three inc hes. 

A low barrier would stop them if it is 


fos 4 that they can not cling to it and 
iwl over. They travel about 100 
yards a day

The agriculturists said the erickets

RMWGINA, April 30,—Frantic ap- 
peals over long distance telephone

first indication here this evening that

At the moment the 
Regina fire department was having 
trouble of its own with three fires, 
but half an hour later a special C, 
P. R. train was .nade up, a big motor 
chemical fire engine and fire crew 
were bundled aboard, a dozen mem- 
bers of the northwest mounted police 
joined the party and a quick run was 
made to the burning town. 

A dense cloud of black smoke over- 
hung the track as the train pulled in 
and in a few moments the visiting 
fire fighting party were on their way 
to the Impe Lumber Yards, where 
the fire was raging furiously. A heavy 
northeast wind was blowing and it 
was soon seen that if the wind did not 
shift, the town would be destroyed, 
The fire fortunately was got under 
control 10 minutes vefore the wind 
veered around to the south, as it Is 
just south of the burning yards that 
are located a large oll warehouse and 
implement shed. Adjoining these the 
houses of the townspeople are clus- 
tered and nothing short of a miracle 
would have saved them, 

The Western Associated Press rep- 
reseviative who was rushed to the 
scene of the fire in a racing automo- 
bile. learned that the fire started in a 
small stable at the rear of the lumber 
yard from causes at present unknown, 
The blaze started at 4 o'clock and was 
at its height within an hour, No estl- 
mate of damage can at the moment 
be made officially although it was 
stated that it would be between ®$20,- 
000 and $25,000,
